What makes a bar, a bar? The 
answer may decide how much fur- 
ther the town’s expanded smoking 
ban really limits smoking in 
Andover. 

On Monday, Andover’s amend- 
ed smoking bylaw went into effect 
— though not in Justin’s of Andover 
on Park Street. The Board of Health 
is considering whether Justin’s is in 
fact a bar rather than a 
restaurant/bar, though some health 
officials fear this discussion could 
open the door to allow smoking in 
some of the other establishments 
affected by the stiffer ban approved 
by April Town Meeting this year.

$1.5 million donation — build Cormier Family Youth Center

When Leah Cormier turned 3 
on Monday, her grandparents 
Yvon and Noella Cormier pre- 
sented her, and her community, 
with one very large gift — $1.5 
million to help build an Andover 
youth center. 

The Andover Country Club 
erupted in loud applause Monday 
morning when Tom Jones, 
fundraiser for Andover Youth 
Foundation, announced the 
Cormiers’ gift, one of the first 
and certainly the largest donation 
for the $4.3 million project. To 
recognize the donors’ generosity 
— which will cover more than 
one-third of the project’s cost — 
the building will be named the 
Cormier Family Youth Center. 

Yvon Cormier is president of 
Cormier Construction Corp., one 
of the largest home builders in the 
area. 

AYF member Peg Campbell 
spoke on behalf of the Cormier 
family, which includes Yvon and 
wife Noella Cormier, their three 
children and nine grandchildren, 
all of whom live in Andover. 
“Andover is a place we call home. 
We have lived here for 25 years 
and raised our kids here,” Camp- 
bell read. She said the Cormiers 
considered contributing in 
November, when the public/pri- 
vate project was approved by an 
overwhelming majority at Special 
Town Meeting. 

Special Town Meeting Voters 
agreed to give AYF a piece of 
town-owned land off Ledge 
Road, and AYF promised to build 
a youth center after privately rais- 
ing $4.3 million. According to the 
agreement, AYF will hand the 
building to the town upon com-

pletion, and the town will assume 
maintenance and operating 
expenses. AYF hopes to raise 
additional money to help main- 
tain the building, said Jones. 

Yvon Cormier shook hands 
with Larry Larsen, AYF presi- 
dent, and spoke fondly to his 
grandchildren after the breakfast. 

“T think they have a good 
sense of it,” he said, watching his 
grandkids run and play around 
the room. “It feels great.” 

“This gift transforms a long- 
term dream into a short-term real- 
ity,” said Selectman Brian Major. 
AYPF’s first attempt failed at 1995

Schnellinger, asked the Board of 
Health at its monthly meeting 
Monday night to recategorize 
Justin’s as a bar, so that it, like its 
neighbor the Park Street Pub, can 
allow smoking. The board voted 
to consider her request, and while 
members consult with town coun- 
sel, the right to smoke in Justin’s 
stays. 

Board discussion revolved 
around what constitutes a bar and 
what constitutes a restaurant. The 
distinction is important because 
the new law bans smoking in all 
restaurants, with or without bars. 
The change removes the variance 
that allowed Justin’s, Palmer’s 
Restaurant on Elm Street, Charac- 
ters Bar and Grill in the Wyndham 
Andover Hotel, and Grill 93 on 
River Road to have smoking in 
strictly segregated bar areas. 
Smoking was not before and is not 
now banned in standalone bars, 
such as the Park Street Pub — until 
Monday considered to be 
Andover’s only such establish- 
ment. 

Standalone bars can retain their 
status while having “pub menus” 
that limit the offerings to “finger 
foods,” such as hamburgers, 
chicken fingers, or nachos. The 
Park Street Pub offers such fare, 
and Schnellinger told the health 
board that Justin’s does too. She 
and her husband secured a vari- 
ance in 1999 so that they could 
revive the upstairs dining room, 
closed since 1994, and expand the 
menu. However, in 1999 her hus- 
band had a stroke, and the couple 
never created the dining room. 
Now Schnellinger wants to com- 
mit to never expanding it in the 
future. 

The board seemed reluctantly 
amenable to her proposal, while

questioning signage outside the 
store that reads “Fine Food, Fine 
Spirits, and Good Friends,” as 
well as “lunch” and “dinner” 
hours posted on the door. 

“If you’re serving dinner, 
you're a restaurant, not a bar,” 
Board of Health Chairman Dou- 
glas Dunbar told Schnellinger. 
Schnellinger’s attorney, Bob 
Lavoie, said his client would be 
happy to address any “truth-in- 
advertising concerns.” 

In fact, at 8 p.m. that night, 
Schnellinger was in the vestibule 
of her business, scraping the let- 
ters for “dinner” and “lunch” off 
the window with a razor blade. 

The board also said it wanted 
to see financial data showing the 
ratio of revenue from alcohol to 
revenue from food, to show that

revenue from food service is inci- 
dental to that from alcohol. 

“What is the objection to going 
smoke-free?” asked Health Direc- 
tor Everett Penney during the 
meeting. “Is it a business con- 
cern?” 

“Yes, as a bar, I think (the 
smoking ban) would hurt it,” 
replied Schnellinger. 

When it was pointed out that 
Characters has a limited menu 
potentially similar to the one at 
Justin’s, health officials expressed 
concern about a “slippery slope” 
leading to an undercutting of this 
year’s new anti-smoking rules. 

“What we don’t want to do is 
open the door to everybody else 
pulling this,” said board member 
Daniel Coleman. “Characters is 
going to be the next place in here.”

One month after town offi- 
cials decided not to hold a Spe- 
cial Town Meeting this fall, 
some 200 residents may force 
their hands. 

Bob Lavoie, representing 
members of the Merrimack Val- 
ley Jewish Federation, took out 
papers this week to petition a 
Special Town Meeting, said 
Town Clerk Randy Hanson. 

Lavoie represents members 
of the Federation who have 
announced plans to buy the 
Christian Formation Center on 
River Road, currently owned by 
a group of Franciscans, reno- 
vate it, and turn it into a Jewish 
Community Center for the 
region. But they need an inter- 
municipal sewer agreement 
between Andover and Tewks- 
bury to do it. 

“The property isn’t sewered 
now,’ says Lavoie. The Francis- 
can building is located in 
Andover, but Andover doesn’t 
have sewer in that part of town. 
The Federation is hoping a 
hookup to nearby Tewksbury’s 
lines is the solution. 

Such an intermunicipal 
agreement needs Town Meeting 
approval, says Lavoie. The Fed- 
eration can’t wait until annual 
Town Meeting in April, because 
it has a sales agreement to meet 
before that. 

Lavoie said he was unsure of 
the current closing date. The 
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Members of the Merrimack Valley Jewish Federation are 
looking to turn the Franciscan Center into a Jewish

passing of papers is behind 
schedule, as Jan Brodie, execu- 
tive director of the Merrimack 
Valley Jewish Federation, had 
projected a late July closing 
previously. Brodie was not 
available for comment Tuesday. 

At least 200 registered voters 
in Andover must sign the peti- 
tion to get a Special Town 
Meeting. If the Federation gath- 
ers enough signatures, town 
officials are required to call a 
Special Town Meeting within 
45 days after the petition is filed 
with the town clerk. Lavoie 
says the Federation will seek 
signatures from Andover sup- 
porters of the JCC. 

Department heads talked 
briefly about the possibility of a 
Special Town Meeting Tuesday 
morning, said Planning Direc- 
tor Steve Colyer. Officials have 
not decided whether they will 
open up the warrant for addi- 
tional articles if a Special Town 
Meeting is required. 

Federation members must 
raise privately between $12 and 
$15 million to renovate the 
building, Brodie said in an ear- 
lier interview. They hope to 
include a gym and health club, 
a pool, a day care, teen and 
adult education and religious 
programs, and sports and drama 
facilities. The JCC would be 
open to people of all faiths and 
would serve the 8,000 Jews in 
the Merrimack Valley.

Town Meeting by a handful of 
votes. 

The contract between the town 
and the foundation states that AYF 
will not begin construction until it 
has $1 million in cash and $3.3 
million in pledges. AYF must start 
construction by June of 2003 at 
the latest, but Jones hopes that 
AYF will break ground as soon as 
June 2002. 

“It’s like a dream, and it comes 
true right in front of you,” said Bill 
Fahey, youth services director.

“T think it’s a great place for 
kids to go and stay out of trouble. 
We used to have to go and find 
places,” he said. His daughter, 5- 
year-old MacKenzie Cormier, was 
less vocal but just as excited. “I 
want to draw pictures,” she said, 
beaming. 

“Through all of this hard work,

‘Vision Committee’

After studying strategic plan- 
ning initiatives in Lexington and 
Belmont, the Strategic Planning 
Task Force has agreed that 
Andover needs a “vision state- 
ment,” and wants to form a com- 
mittee and hire a consultant to 
develop one.

over the next 20 years. 

The committee’s first task will 
be to develop a process proposal, 
which residents would be asked to 
approve at Town Meeting in April. 
The part of that process expected 
to involve spending money is the 
hiring of a consultant for “process 
facilitation and written plan pro- 
duction,” according to an outline 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
presented at last Friday’s Strategic

Each of the three major town 
boards — the selectmen, School 
Committee and Finance Commit- 
tee — are to nominate candidates 
for the Vision 21 Committee, and 
Stapczynski will also solicit letters 
of interest from the public. Dec. 3 
is the working date for appoint- 
ment of the committee.

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Youth center 
will be built 


T’S BEEN AWHILE since there was some good 

news on the front page, but the revelation 

that there has been a $1.5 million donation 
to build an Andover youth center certainly 
qualifies. That gift will cover more than one- 
third of the Andover Youth Foundation’s $4.3 
million goal. 

The effort, however, is just beginning. About 
65 percent of the project cost still needs to be 
raised. There is still the need for both large 
donations by those who would like to name 
specific areas, and smaller donations by resi- 
dents who want to help a worthy effort. 

A successful fundraising effort is a bit like 
making a meal. The town just got a main ingre- 
dient, a huge donation from Yvon Cormier and 
his family. But it will need lots of other ingredi- 
ents if it is to serve a youth center to the town. 
“You almost never have a successful fundrais- 
ing campaign where only one element works,” 
says Tom Jones, the man in charge of Andover 
Youth Foundation’s fundraising. 

In broad terms, these are the remaining 
fundraising goals of Andover Youth Foundation: 

¢ raise a total of $1.3 million from those 
looking to name areas such as the large multi- 
purpose room and the gymnasium, 

¢ collect $800,000 from foundations and 
corporations, with about $500,000 of that from 
the foundations; and 

¢ acquire $700,000 from members of the 
community, including both individuals and 
organizations such as service clubs. 

Gifts by regular citizens who want to donate 
something in a loved one’s name will help prod 
others to give larger gifts. Giving breeds giv- 
ing, and corporations want to give to projects 
they see as having the community’s support and 
a chance to succeed. 

There is no question that the youth-center 
fundraising effort can succeed. Early gifts by 
the Andona Society last week and the Cormier 
family this week help to ensure that. Jones says 
he’s been surprised by the calls he’s received 
from people interested in giving as a result of 
these gifts. 

Youth-center supporters have long talked 
about such a complex as a “field of dreams,” 
and on Monday they referred to the Cormier 
gift as a dream-come-true. Now, even during 
these difficult times, Andover residents interest- 
ed in a youth center can take that building out of 
the realm of imagination and put it into West 
Andover where it belongs.

Now it just means it’s 
time to skip breakfast and keep one ear 
on the radio. That's enough to keep any- 
one alert. 

But I’m only a civilian. For residents 
who are in the armed forces, such as the 
several Andover police officers who 
could be called into active military ser-»

vice, each day’s news has even more 
direct impact. At work, they feel the ele- 
vated fear from residents with each new 
incident. Following Wednesday morn- 
ing’s deadly attack on a Greyhound bus 
in Tennessee, Andover police “had calls 
about what are we doing to ensure the 
safety of children on the school buses 
here,” says Chief Brain Pattullo. 

“The other thing is the elevated fear 
that the families of (the officers who 
could be called up) have, and that we 
have for their safety,” he says. “As every 
day goes on, and more things happen, 
that affects them dramatically and that 
affects their family life.” 

I remember a conversation I had a 
few years ago with one of these officers, 
Charles Edgerly. He’s a member of the 
Air National Guard Band of the North- 
east. We talked about how the next time 
his band came to town, the paper would 
do a story about him and it. We still 
haven't done that story. 


Now that band is coming to town. 
The Air National Guard Band of the 
Northeast is scheduled to play the 
Collins Center on Oct. 21 at 1 p.m. Tick- 
ets for the performance are free and res- 
idents may obtain up to four from the 
veterans service office at Town Offices, 
36 Bartlet St. 

’ But the Band of the Northeast is part 
of the Massachusetts Air National 
Guard. Several units of the Guard have 
been called to active duty in the present 
crisis. John Doherty, the town veterans 
agent who coordinates these band 
appearances, says that at any time mem- 
bers of the band could be called: into 
active duty, and the concert canceled. 

Tomorrow the radio will click on and 
hearing about the morning traffic won’t 
be our biggest concern. But for some of 
us, that’s far more true than for others.

On this night it did, however, considering 
that just a few weeks before a Palestinian 
suicide bomber had decimated this particu- 
lar Sbarro, killing 15 Israeli men, women 
and children and wounding 130 others. 


Israeli citizen 


After the deadly tragedy in America, I 
instantly reflected on the horrific terror 
attack at Sbarro. I remembered how devas- 
tated Israelis felt. I recalled the look of fear 
and exasperation on their faces, usually 
tempered by an expression of determination 
and resolve. Who knew that shortly after I 
and countless other Israelis had scrambled 
to contact our loved ones and make sure 
they were still alive, Americans would be 
forced to do the same. 

After facing so many wars, including the 
current yearlong war launched by the Pales- 
tinians after a generous Israeli peace offer, 
who can better understand how Americans 
are now feeling than Israelis? In the three 
months since I moved from tranquil 
Andover to Israel and became an Israeli cit- 
izen, I have felt the fear, pain, devastation 
and overwhelming anger that terrorism 


Causes in its victims. 

I was in Sbarro the day before it blew up. 
Being in the restaurant such a short time 
before so many died there dramatically 
reminded me that I could be a victim of ter- 
ror at any time. It reminded me that here in 
Israel I often have to look over my shoulder 
and think carefully before deciding which 
streets to take, something that until recently 
many Americans were not thinking about. 

The Israeli government, all too familiar 
with how Americans are now thinking and 
feeling, immediately declared the day after 
the tragedy in America to be.a day of 
national mourning in Israel. Israel also 
offered to send a rescue team to the US and 
stated that it would share its military intelli- 
gence regarding terrorist groups. A street in 
downtown Jerusalem was soon renamed 
“New York.” 


We here in Israel are not only feeling 
Americans’ pain and fear. Citizens of both 
countries also shared feelings of intense 
anger upon seeing pictures and moving 
images of large groups of Palestinians cele- 
brating and dancing in the streets after hear- 
ing of the death of thousands in America. 

Israelis are not only feeling empathy and 
identification with Americans. We are also 
hoping that maybe now the American gov- 
ernment will better understand Israel and 
some of its policies. After some Israeli mil- 
itary strikes against Palestinians who have 
led or participated in several fatal terror 
attacks against civilians, there have been 
declarations from American government 
officials condemning these actions. Occa- 
sionally, America has cautioned Israel to act 
with “restraint.”

FBI investigating some visa questions 


including 2 Saudi students at Merrimack 


Checks on students,

Within a week of the Sept. 11 
terrorist attacks, FBI agents 
appeared at Merrimack College 
seeking information about two 
students from Saudi Arabia, said 
Richard Cain, the college’s public 
safety director. 

“We did have a visit by the FBI 
concerning a couple of our inter- 
national students that were of 
interest to them, only because of 
information from elsewhere indi- 
cating that these students had 
overstayed their visas,” said Cain 
last week. 

Cain said he understood that 
the Department of Justice had 
obtained lists from embassies 
throughout the world of students 
in the United States on visas. As 


part of the massive investigation 
into last month’s attacks, he said, 
the justice department has been 
checking up on students with any 
irregularities in their paperwork. 

In recent weeks, federal grand 
juries have been issuing subpoe- 
nas for student records across the 
country. 

Cain said that one of the stu- 
dents the agents inquired about 
had not returned from Saudi Ara- 
bia this year, and no problems 
turned up with the second student. 

“The second one is here and 
everything is in order with his 
visa,” said Cain. “The information 
they had been given was incor- 
rect.” 

Cain estimated that there are 
perhaps “eight or nine students 


from that part of the world” 
enrolled at Merrimack, a Catholic 
college with about 2,000 students. 
“T think the purpose of their visit 
was to account for the where- 
abouts of the students.” 

“They were polite, they were 
courteous, and they were looking 
for specific information,” said 
Cain. “We put them in touch with 
the liaison for those students. To 
my knowledge they did not speak 
directly to the students.” 

Attorney General John 
Ashcroft last week submitted to 
Congress a plan to make student 
records available to an attorney 
general designee without a sub- 
poena, for national security or 
anti-terrorism purposes.

Hundreds pack service for French 


Mary French’s life, legacy remem

Selectman Mary French often 
hiked the Bay Circuit Trail. A sec- 
tion of this path winds through 
West Parish cemetery, where she 
was buried last Friday. 

Hundreds of people streamed 
down the steps of West Parish 
Church and its Fellowship Hall 
that day, taking time out of the 
cloudy afternoon to remember the 
environmentalist, volunteer, 
school employee and town official 
who touched so many lives. 

French, 68, died suddenly 
Monday, Sept. 24 from a heart 
attack. She had lived in Andover 
for 38 years, dedicating 30 of 
them to the school system and 
serving for 13 as pupil personnel 
coordinator. French was an active 
member of the League of Women 
Voters, and she became one of the 
few women elected to a select- 
man’s post. She was voted chair- 
woman of the board in March. She 
raised three children in Andover 
and loved hiking, canoeing and 
cross-country skiing. 

The sheer number in atten- 
dance Friday demonstrated the 
level of respect the community 
held for French, as well as what 
she stood for, said Rev. Mark 
Welch of West Parish.

Selectmen may appoint fifth member 


Emotional board names Ted Teichert as its new chairman

“Tt would have been Mary's 
wishes to move on.” 

That’s what the selectmen 
agreed Monday night, as they took 
their seats around the table for 
their first meeting since Selectmen 
Chairwoman Mary French died of 
a heart attack Monday, Sept. 24. 

Moving on wasn’t easy to do, 
however, as Acting Chairman Ted 
Teichert struggled with emotion as 
he lead the selectmen through the 
necessary reorganization. “How 
should I say this?” said Teichert, 
searching for words. “(We need) 
to discuss how to fill the vacancy 
on the board.” 

Selectmen John Hess and Brian 
Major volunteered to analyze the 
options for filling the empty slot. 
While selectmen have the alterna-

tive of staying at four members 
until the annual election in March, 
it is unlikely that will happen, 
Major said. 

“We'll never be able to fill 
Mary’s shoes, but it will be impor- 
tant for the work we have before 
us to fill the vacancy that has so 
untimely come to us,” he said. 
Besides monitoring three multi- 
million dollar construction pro- 
jects — the safety center, the new 
schools and the sewer expansion — 
selectmen are facing a possible 
override of Proposition 2” for next 
year’s budget, as well as several 
other goals. 

The selectmen can hold a spe- 


cial election before March so vot- 


ers can choose a fifth selectman, 
Major said earlier. The board can 
also appoint a qualified person to 
hold office until the March elec- 
tion. 

Selectmen have had to make 
this kind of decision before, most 
recently when former Selectman 
Barry Finegold left the board mid- 
term in 1997, after he was elected 
state Representative. At that time, 
the town held a special election 
and Selectman John Hess joined 
the board. 

“As far as having a (special) 
election or appointing someone, I 
don’t have a big preference either 
way,” said Teichert afterwards. 
“Tt’s a matter of getting all the pros 
and cons listed first.” 

He did say, however, that a spe- 
cial election may not be worth the 
time, effort and money, consider- 
ing the annual election is in 
March.

First comprehensive permit approved 


Perkins plan given 25 conditions 


By Adam Groff 

In its third comprehensive per- 
mit ruling in as many months, the 
Zoning Board of Appeals Monday 
night unanimously accepted, with 
conditions, the application of local 
developer Bill Perkins to build 
Ballardvale Crossings, 68 condo- 
miniums planned for Dale Street. 

In August, the board rejected a 
comprehensive permit application 
from small local developer Joseph 
Zagarella, and in September it 
rejected one from large national 
developer AvalonBay Communi- 
ties. 

Perkins said on Tuesday that he 


had not seen the finalized list of 


conditions, and so could not say 
whether he would appeal the 
board’s decision to the state. 

“My comments are mainly that 
the board worked very hard, and 
you always appreciate seeing that 
public service,” said Perkins, who 
lives on Rennie Drive. His compa- 
ny, Hearthstone Realty, is based in 
Tewksbury. 

Zagarella, who wants to put 12 
townhouses at the corner of Low- 
ell Street and Wild Rose Drive, 
filed an appeal with the state 
Housing Appeals Committee on 
Sept. 20. 

The ZBA has not yet filed its 
AvalonBay decision. Once it does, 
AvalonBay, which aims to put 136 
apartments on River Road near the 
Tewksbury border, will have 20 
days to file an appeal. 

Monday night’s ruling con- 
tained more than 25 conditions, 
many of them with multiple sub- 
sections, attached to Perkins’ orig- 
inal plan. Some of them require 


that the developer: 

¢ make the 17 units that will be 
affordable, affordable in perpetu- 
ity, rather than simply for the 30- 
year minimum period required by 
comprehensive permit regulations. 

* give preference to people who 
currently live or work in Andover 
when selecting low- to moderate- 
income buyers to live in the 
affordable units. 

¢ show that, according to the 
Department of Environmental 
Protection, the site poses no health 
risk from hazardous materials. 
The site, at 12 and 16 Dale St., at 
one time housed a rubber plant, 
and its cleanliness has been an

ongoing source of concern. 

¢ resurface that stretch of Dale 
Street, and install sidewalk and 
curbing. 

¢ donate approximately 
$20,000 to the town to create a 
fund to repair and upgrade the 
playground on Andover Street, not 
far from the proposed project. 

Perkins said that unless the 
conditions threaten the financial 
viability of the project, he is not 
looking to fight them in front of 
the Housing Appeals Committee.

It’s a big job to increase the 
town’s stock of affordable hous- 
ing, and the Andover Housing 
Partnership Committee says it 
can’t do it alone. 

Chairman Dave Hastings 
pressed the selectmen Monday 
night to give his committee the 
input and manpower they need to 
jump-start their ideas for 
increased affordable housing — 13 
ideas the committee calls a “tool 
box” of possibilities. The commit- 
tee needs help researching each 
tool’s usefulness to decide which 
ones to bring to Town Meeting in 
April, he said. 

“We need staff time,” Hastings 
told the selectmen. “Find some 
staff that can plow through this 
data or abandon your commitment 
to affordable housing.” 

Creating more affordable units, 
as well as preserving the ones 
Andover already has, is one of 
several strategies the Housing 
Partnership Committee wants to 
use to combat the onslaught of 
comprehensive permits head-on. 
Formed 16 years ago, the commit- 
tee recently stepped up its efforts 
to find alternative affordable hous- 
ing in town as a reaction to the 
influx of comprehensive permits 
developers have filed in Andover. 

Comprehensive permits require 
that a certain percentage of the 
project’s housing units are desig- 
nated affordable, rather than mar-

Winter is coming - 


$30 million project is one to two months behind schedule

PEND MONEY FOR OVERTIME to enclose the new schools 
S before the freezing weather arrives, or spend it to heat 
open buildings during the winter: that’s the decision 
facing the contractor of the new schools in west Andover. 
But for the town, the decision is an easy one. It wants the 
contractor to pay the overtime to get the job back on sched- 
ule as soon as possible. 


Roughly one to two months behind schedule since last the fire-alarm system for the new 


year’s harsh winter, the $30 million elementary and middle 
school construction project at Cross Street and High Plain 
Road was not able to catch up this past summer because of 
labor shortages. Although more workers have been avail- 
able in recent weeks, project coordinator Tim Callahan of 
contractor J.T. Callahan & Sons explained Friday that to 
reach the goal of closing in the building by winter, they will 
have to pay a lot of workers a lot of overtime. Conversely, 
if the building is not enclosed by the time the temperature 
drops below freezing, they will have to spend a lot of 
money heating the space to do the interior work they have 
scheduled. 

“It’s a balancing act,” said Callahan. 

“Our feeling is that we'd like to see more manpower on 
the site and working longer hours,” said School Building 
Committee Chairman Mark Johnson. 

The contract between Callahan & Sons and the town 
stipulates that any cost overruns, whether from overtime or 
from utility costs, will be borne by the contractor, he said. 

The schools are scheduled to be “substantially com- 
plete,” meaning they could be occupied, by the end of next 
June. Nonetheless, Johnson advised the School Committee 
last month to develop contingency plans, as a matter of gen- 
eral prudence, in case the schools are not ready to open as 
planned in September. 

Last month, the project was held up because there were 
too few workers to install the steel studding in the build- 
ing’s exterior walls, which in turn held up carpenters and 
bricklayers. The studs now surround most of the middle- 
school portion of the building, and the brickwork is follow- 
ing close behind. Inside, drywall is beginning to define 
some hallways and classrooms. 

The town’s project clerk, Tony DiFillipo, only knows 
that he sees the number of workers on site increasing, and 
he likes it. 

“The number of workers has gone from 60, to 70, to 80, 
and now we're pushing 90,” said DiFillipo during a tour of 
the site on Friday. “It’s a nice feeling, seeing those numbers 
increase every day.” 

Steve Callahan, the builder’s vice president of opera- 
tions, also happened by. In hopes of a mild winter, he said, 
“We're saying our Hail Marys every night.”

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other technology is on the rise in schools

Money may be tight, but the schools 
technology program is moving forward: 
$365,000 over the next three years will lease 
more than 150 new computers that the 
schools will acquire this year, according to 
Ray Tode, technology coordinator. 

In addition, the parents of 73 students at 
South Elementary School have themselves 
purchased laptops for that school’s laptop 
pilot program. 

Planned school department purchases 
include: 


¢ mobile laptop labs, consisting of 28 
computers on two carts, for Bancroft, San- 
born, and West elementary schools. South 
already has such a lab, which can be signed 
out by teachers for specific blocks of class- 
room instruction. 

¢ a half of one of these labs (one cart with 
14 computers) for both Doherty and West 
middle schools, to add to the lab each school 
now has. 

* laptops for a total of 53 teachers includ- 
ing 10 at Bancroft, 8 at Sanborn, 15 at West

The computers will be leased over the 
three years, said Tode, with an option to buy 
them for a dollar each at the end of that time. 
This year’s technology capital improvement 
budget is $292,800, about $129,000 of 
which will be accounted for by the leasing 
program, which Tode said is still being final- 
ized 


He said the rest of the capital budget will 
go in part toward printers, servers, and a new 
security firewall. 


South students wait 


South School’s ballyhooed laptop pro- 
gram, for which the parents of 73 students 
have kicked in an average of just under 
$2,000 per student, actually has yet to get 
off the ground. Tode says discussions 
among parents and staff about what type of 
Toshiba laptop to get account for the delay, 
but he now expects to have the machines by 
Ocf.

playing soccer, I would have been 
hanging out with the druggies. 
There’s no doubt.” 

I looked out at my students and 
nodded. They were making good 
arguments, all of them. So I 
smiled and said, “Well, you’ve 
raised some valid points.”

On the edge: Geometric 


styling puts a new angle 
on automotive design

Automotive styling seems to be 
headed in two separate directions 
— some say north and south - 
from the mainstream. 

In one direction, stylists are 
moving back in time to recapture 
design elements that are seen as 
timeless: voluptuous curves, 
robust lines and racy shapes. In 
the other direction, designers are 
exploring the essence of what 
they see as the shapes of the 
future: geometric angles, beveled 
edges and chiseled profiles. Pun- 
dits sum up the two schools of 
thought in one word for each: 
“futuristic” and “retro.” 

“Retro — I used to have a prob- 
lem with that word because it 
didn’t seem to cover the nuances 
of heritage-themed design,” says 
Tom Gale, recently retired design 
chief for Chrysler, in a recent 
op/ed column for Sports Car 
International magazine. “Now, 
I’m more at peace with the term, 
having played a part at Chrysler 
in popularizing it. It’s not an easy 
thing to do — using cues from the 
past, .with a contemporary 
expression. But everybody from 
Ford to Nissan is trying it and 
having some success.” 

That would be putting it mildly. 
The Plymouth Prowler and 
Chrysler PT Cruiser, both credit- 
ed to Mr. Gale, have been wildly 
successful, as well as critically 
acclaimed. Ford’s retro-themed 
Thunderbird is already a sellout. 
Chevrolet agreed to build its SSR 
roadster/pickup, based on a 1950 
design, after public reaction to 
the Concept Car version of it bor- 
dered on mass hysteria. 

“Designers use concepts to 
learn how much is enough, and 
how much is too much,” notes 
Mr. Gale. 

This year’s Concept Cars, as 
prestigious 
Detroit auto show in January, are 
cases in point. The clear winners 
were BMW’s new Mini, Buick’s 
Bengal and the Cunningham C7 
— all, in fact, retro designs. The 
big losers were, ironically, the 
new Chrysler Super 8 Hemi and 
the “international hybrid” that 
were designed by Mr. Gale’s 
successor, Trevor Creed; both 
looked like armored cars on 
steroids. 

There were other boxy, slab- 
sided creations, such as GMC’s 
Terracross, the Pontiac 
Aztek/Buick Rendezvous twins,

the Jeep Liberty, the Cadillac 
Vizon and the Nissan aT that 
received mixed reviews, at best. 

“T have to admit that I’m not 
entirely comfortable with all the 
new directions that designers are 
exploring,” Mr. Gale _ says. 
“There’s a place for experimenta- 
tion, but you have to be careful 
when you're talking about 
putting capital-intensive _pro- 
grams at risk. That was under- 
scored recently by the example of 
a new sports utility vehicle with, 
shall we say, controversial styling 
that has failed to win much pub- 
lic acceptance. The bottom line: 
It’s not selling.” 

What Mr. Gale is trying to 
politely tap dance around is the 
barely selling Aztek, which may 
supplant the Edsel as the most 
ugly automotive 
design in history. It’s almost 
mysterious how production green 
lights have been given to the 
Aztek, and other nearly as home- 
ly designs like the Hummer, the 
Liberty, the previous generation 
of Ford Taurus/Mercury Sable 
and most Nissans of the past 
decade. ; 

“The designer part of me. bris- 
tles when I read things — charac- 
terizing recent concept designs as 
‘angry kitchen appliances,’” says 
Mr. Gale. 

It’s up to the buying public, Mr. 
Gale believes, to decide what is 
“forward-thinking design” and 
what is creativity run amok. 

We should say here that not all 
auto design is — or can be — cut- 
ting edge. Ford’s new styling 
chief J. Mays, who penned the 
highly acclaimed new Beetle and 
Audi TT, also came up with the 
safe new Ford Explorer redesign. 
“It’s very much a product of the 
‘don’t screw up a good thing’ 


school: of design,’ Mr. Mays 
says. “Because that’s the way 
some things have to be in this 
industry.” 

“Design cycles don’t last forev- 
er,’ Mr. Gale assures us. “I can 
already see designers heading in 
new directions. They’re now 
moving into a period of explo- 
ration, searching for a new 
‘design vocabulary.” 

That’s the new catchphrase in 
automotive styling. Mike O’Mal- 
ley, Cadillac division’s general 
manager, speaks of it when 
describing the shocking new gen- 
eration of Cadillacs. The goal, he 
says, “is to be able to take the 
badge off these new Cadillacs 
and show a focus group, and ask 
‘em what it is, and they’ll say, 
‘Cadillac. That’s our ‘form 
vocabulary.’” 

Cadillac, perhaps more than 
any other marque, is pushing in 
new directions — going racing, re- 
entering the sports car market, 
building new trucks, SUVs and 
station wagons. 

It’s a radical departure for 
Cadillac and risks alienating its 
loyal core of supporters. 

Time will tell whether design- 
ers like Cadillac’s Kip Wasenko 
are visionaries or false prophets. 

“In the end,” Mr. Gale notes, 
“good taste, sound judgment and 
meticulous execution have to pre- 
vail when a designer tries some- 
thing completely new. Wherever 
car design goes from here, it’s 
going to be shaped to a great 
degree by the same things that 
have shaped design in the past: 
(government) regulation, the 
economy, technology and, cer- 
tainly, creativity. The best forms 
will come from the designers 
who can strike a balance between 
all these factors.” 
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Heeding the call: Some motorists are being 


driven to distraction

Angry chat room postings about 
dialing and driving are hot enough 
to burn the ear you’ve got pressed 
against the cell phone. 

- “Can anyone in California go for 
an hour without being on the 
(blankity-blank) phone? I saw this 
(blankity-blank-blank) using _ her 
phone go straight into the back of a 
flatbed.” 

- “I can vouch for the fact that 
talking on the cell phone, and prob- 
ably even talking to anyone in the 
car, makes you less attentive to what 
is going on around you. For me, per- 
sonally, I feel that it lowers my dri- 
ving skills to about the average of 
L.A. drivers (read: no longer checks 
mirrors often enough).” 

These are just two postings about 
cell phone usage on the message 
board of LAinsider.com, a Web site 


about autos and commuting in the 
Big Orange. But, cell phone usage 
in cars has risen above the anecdotal 
level. 

A 1997 study by the New England 
Journal of Medicine concluded, 
“The use of cellular telephones in 
motor vehicles is associated with a 
quadrupling of the risk of a collision 
during the brief period of a call. 
Decisions about regulation of such 
telephones, however, need to take 
into account the benefits of the tech- 
nology and the role of individual 
responsibility.” 

According to the Cellular 
Telecommunications and Internet 
Association, 120,000 emergency 
calls are placed from cellular 
phones each year. That industry 
group, in response to concerns about 
traffic safety, recommends the use 
of hands-free phones, which may 
become mandatory. 

This year, there are 38 states, as 


well as Washington, D.C., that have 
bills pending to ban or restrict the 
use of hand-held cellular phones 
while driving, according to the 
National Conference of State Legis- 
latures in Denver. 

As reported in The Washington 
Post, 10 municipalities have enacted 
such bans, and major cities consid- 
ering restrictions include Chicago 
and New York, which already has 
such a ban for cab drivers. 

There are some 110 million cellu- 
lar phones registered to users in the 
United States, and some 85 percent 
of those owners use their phones 
while driving. 

The National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration has studied 
the correlation between cell phone 
use while driving and accidents. A 
1997 report was “neutral, conclud- 
ing that it was impossible to deter- 
mine the magnitude of safety-relat-

ed problems associated with cell 
phone use while driving and urg- 
ing improvements in data collec- 
tion,” reported The Washington 
Post. 

Frances Betts, vice president 
and general manager of research 
and technology at Dynamic Sci- 
ence Inc., was the principal 
author of the NHTSA report, 
“An Investigation of the Safety 
Implications of Wireless Com- 
munications in Vehicles.” While 
she acknowledges the “difficul- 
ties in trying to identify cell 
phone use among crash-involved 
drivers,” she points to three dif- 
ferent types of distraction: visu- 
al, mechanical and cognitive. 

Ms. Betts says as cell phone 
users become more familiar with 
operating their equipment, they 
probably spend less time looking 
at the device to turn it on or dial 
it. And, even though using a 
phone hands-free _—reduces

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mechanical distraction, she says, 
“What seems to be most relevant 
to safe cell phone uSe is cognitive 
distraction.” 

“Even after years of talking on 
the land line phone, our ability to 
concentrate on more than one 
activity doesn’t seem to improve,” 
says Ms. Betts. “The activity that 
cell phone using drivers are not 
attending to is the driving task. I 
believe this is a Critical issue and 
that nonessential technologies 
which do not help us operate our 
vehicles more safely should not 
be allowed.” 

Japan in November 1999 
banned the use Of hand-held cel- 
lular phones while driving, allow- 
ing hands-free phone use. 

The accident rate had increased 
in that country with the prolifera- 
tion of cell phones, says Hiroshi 
Tsuda of the Vehicle Research 
Laboratory of Nissan Motor Co., 
an expert used by NHTSA. A sur- 
vey in 1997 and 1998 concluded 
that car phone-related traffic acci- 
dents were found to represent 
0.34 percent of all accidents 
involving injuries (about 370,500 
total cases). The study found that 
most of those accidents occurred 
when drivers were receiving calls 
(43 percent), followed by those 
occurring while making calls 
(22.9 percent). 

Since Japan’s hand-held ban 
was enacted, a survey conducted 
from then to May 2000 (com- 
pared with the Same six-month 
period the previous year) showed 
the number of accidents involving 
the use of cell phones decreased 
by 60 percent. 

In a May 2000 study by the 
NHTSA, 15 drivers were studied 
both with and without a hands-

“The driving task was relatively 
easy, and the young drivers stud- 
ied were able to have a hands-free 
telephone conversation and per- 
form well. However, significant 
differences were found in choice 
reaction time, especially in the 
beginning stages of the telephone 
conversation and in situation 
awareness. The subjects reacted 
significantly slower to an unex- 
pected event in the first two min- 
utes of the telephone conversation 
and were, for a large part of the 
telephone conversation, unaware 
of traffic movements around 
them,” the study concluded. 

A 1991 study by James McK- 
night and A. Scott McKnight for 
the National Public Services 
Research Institute, under a grant 
from the AAA Foundation for 
Traffic Safety, concluded: 

- All forms of cellular phone 
usage lead to significant increases 
in the establishment of non- 
response to highway traffic situa- 
tions and increase in time to 
respond. 

- Complex, intense conversation 
leads to the greatest increases in 
likelihood of overlooking signifi- 
cant highway traffic conditions 
and the time to respond to them. 

- The distracting effect of cellu- 
lar phone use among drivers over 
age 50 is two to three times as 
great as that of younger drivers. 

- Prior experience with cellular 
phones appears to bear no relation 
to the distracting effect of cellular 
phone use. 

While enacting outright bans 
has proved elusive so far, chances 
are some restrictions will be com- 
ing soon regarding cell phone 
usage while driving.

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That’s entertainment: New systems turn 
your car into a home theater

Want to watch television while 
being chauffeured around town, but 
don’t want to go to the expense of 
renting a limo? Can’t give up on that 
PlayStation 2 run you’re on? Do the 
kids need something like a movie, an 
educational video or self-hypnosis 
tapes to keep them occupied while 
you're driving? 

You can tum your vehicle into a 
multimedia multiplex, with a host of 
new entertainment systems on the 
market. 

Some of these media options are 
available as standard equipment on 
new cars; most, however, are so- 
called dealer-installed options, or 
aftermarket choices. In the case of 
most dealer installations, the work is 
farmed out to a third party specialist 
anyway. Check your phone book for 


automotive customizers such as ASC 
Corp. 

ASC, which began life 35 years 
ago in Detroit as American Sunroof 
Corp., reports the top three aftermar- 
ket installations in 2000 were sun- 
roofs, custom seating and — new to 
the list — entertainment systems. 

On the day we visited ASC, a 
major-league baseball pitcher’s new 
Odyssey was in the shop, getting a 
sunroof, blue leather seats that match 
his team colors and a DVD-based 
entertainment system. Total cost? 
Figure a grand for the roof, $1,200 
or thereabouts for the leather and 
another $2,200 or so for the DVD 
system. 

About 80 percent of ASC’s busi- 
ness comes from dealers. The 
remainder is from the general public. 

“We get a lot of return customers 
and referrals,” ASC’s Gloria 
Valencia says. 


That’s because direct customers 
have learned they can save a few 
bucks over dealer pricing and they 
can find some additional products 
the dealers sometimes don’t bother 
themselves with. Other customizing 
goodies ASC has available include 
wood grain dash kits, wings, spoil- 
ers, gold trim, faux convertible tops 
and navigation systems. 

A navigational system, about a 
$2,000 option, is being offered by 
more and more makers of SUVs, 
trucks and high-end cars. The sys- 
tems have several appealing features, 
the most important of which is map- 
ping services. Using Global Posi- 
tioning System technology (which 
includes a satellite communications 
antenna), and a CD-based mapping 
program, these mapping systems can 
track you literally inch by inch as 
you travel. Program in where you are

The screens are usually 6.1-inch 
models, but a new, slightly larger 
6.8-inch model is available. 

“We do get people who specifical- 
ly ask for the larger screen, even 
though there’s hardly any noticeable 
difference,” notes ASC’s Patti Turn- 
er. “If it’s the latest thing, they know 
about it and want it. There’s also a 
huge, 20-inch one that you can get, 
but the problem is visual distortion. 
Not to mention — where to put it.” 

The ASC systems, usually manu- 
factured by Visteon, Mecis or Rosen, 
include a player unit that is located 
under the front passenger seat — easy 
for the back-seat riders to load and 
unload. 

Game ports are also included, as 
well as a wireless remote. Head- 
phones are also wireless and receive 
FM signals transmitted from the 
car’s radio. 

A pioneer of such systems, as 
installed direct by the factory, is 
General Motors. The Venture van 
offered by its Chevrolet division has, 
for a couple of years now, been 
offered with a “WB version” pack- 
age. GM has teamed with Warner 
Bros. to produce a van with full 
audio-visual capabilities. 

Chevrolet suggests that this vehicle 
is targeted toward women with 
young children, which apparently 
presupposes that Dad had already 
left the family after the last long car 
trip. 

What starts life as a mild-man- 
nered Venture in GM’s Doraville, 
Ga., plant is outfitted with a sophis- 
ticated entertainment system that 
includes a pop-down video screen, 
videocassette player, auxiliary 
audio and video jacks, as well as 
ports for video games, CD players 
and camcorders. The advantage 
over an aftermarket system is that 
all of the components are built right 
into the dashboard and center con- 
sole. 

The system interacts with the vehi- 
cle’s standard AM/FM stereo system 
to give users as many options for 
entertainment as there are for config-
